Storm Relieves Vetcrans. 

A roaring storm swept down out 
of the Blue ridge plateau of Gettys- 
burg today, bringing needed relief to 
thousands of veterans in blue and 
Gray, who have sweltered for four 
days in an atmosphere dangerous in 
a city of 50,000 old and weary men. 
For more than a half hour the rain 
came pouring down upon sun-cracked 
and wind-swept encampment grounds. 
It charged with violent thundering 
over, the ground that Pickett covered 
in °63. Its salvoes of thunder were like 
the booming guns of Meade and Lee, 
but the thermometer dropped with 
wonderful agility and the lightning 
Cleared the air ofits burden of humid- 
ity. 

The veterans lashed, down their 
tents and showed they hadn't forgot- 
ten the old days, for not a tent was 
blown over, so far as reports showed 
tonight and not a veteran was in- 
jured. 

Tonight the veterans were really 
able to enjoy themselves for the first 
time since their arrival, altnough the 
Sround was slippery, the roads a half 
inch deep in mud. 

This was military day at the big 
tént, but comparatively few veterans 
appeared to listen to the speech-mak- 
ing and to hear the bands playing 
“turkey in the straw,” “Old Black 
Joe” and other well known airs. 

Colonel Andrew Cowan, of Louisville 
‘acted as presiding officer of the day 
and told several stories that brought 
smiles to the lips of his hearers. 
Colonel Cowan was an officer in a 
Union battery which played a part in 
the Gettysburg campaign. 

“On the third day of the battle,” he 
said, “two of my o.iicers were wound- 
ed. I went with them to a_ hospital 
and before I left a wuvunded Confed- 
erate officer was brought. ‘I wish 
you would see to it that no reports go 
out that I have been wounded,’ the 
Confederate said, ‘my wife is in a 
delicate condition and I’m afraid if 
she heard about it, it might kill ier.’ 

“I went to the doctor in charge and 
told him the story and he promised 
to do all he could.”

We ought to be prepared 
to demand peace.” 

Other speakers of the 
Major General John R. Brooke, of 
Pennsylvania; Sergeant John C Scar- 
borough, of North Carolinia, and Lieu- 
tenant Governor Burchard, of Rhode 
Island, representing the armies of the 
north and the south. Barry Bulkley, 
of Washington, read Lincoln’s Gettys- 
‘burg address. | 

One of the most remarkable figures 
in camp today was that of General 
Funkhauser, of Virginia, who is 76 
years old, but who was vigorous 
enough in the hot sun to hunt up the 
headquarters tent of Brigadier Gen- 
eral Hunter Liggett, and pay his re- 
spects. The gray haired old Confed- 
erate general delighted the general of 
the newer army and his subordinate 
officers with his stories. 

Here is a story that wandered into 
camp today and, although the names 
are missing, it seems entirely believ- 
able. 

Buried Hatchet at Bloody Angle. 

Two veterans, one in blue and the 
other in gray, met down town in 
Gettysburg. They literally fell in cone 
another's arms and after at tour of 
the town they walked hand in hand 
through the streets to a hardware 
store, bought a hatchet and tramped 
a mile and a. half to the battiefleld. 
They hunted up the bloody’ angle, 
where. Pickett’s charge reached its 
crest, dug a hole in the ground there 
and, with tears and more embraces, 
“buried the hatchet.” 

Thousands of veterans left the camp 
and Gettysburg today for their homes 
and thousands more prebably will 
leave tomorrow. The army officers in 
eharge threw a cordon over the roads 
leading out today and examined the 
baggage. Many government blankets 
supplied for the encampment were dis- 
eovered and removed.

Judge 
George Hillyer, of Georgia, made the 
presentation speech.

Story of Runaway Veteran. 

General “Tom” Stewart, of Pennsy}- 
vania, is telling a.story of a “run- 
away” veteran he came across in the 
big camp. The veteran is 85 years 
old and his son at home announced 
that under no circumstances should 
his aged parent go to Gettysburg. The 
desire to be here and meet his former 
comrades was so strong in the heart 
of the old gentleman that he climbed 
out of a window of his home and ran 
away, turning up here in good shape. 
He is now happy and well cared for. 

Wearing a tattered uniform of gray, 
Alexander Hunter, of Virginia, was 
today the central point of interest on 
the streets of the town. Mr. Hunter 
is wearing the identical suit and hat 
Gettysburg fifty 
years ago. The suit ts in rags and has 
a bullet hole through one of tne 


sleeves. He carries all his accoutre- 
ments used at Gettysburg and wears a 


unfon belt taken from a foe here. Mr. 
Hunter was a member cf the Black 
Horse cavalry. 

One of the oldest veterans in the 
big camp is Captain W. H. Fleig, of 
Houston, Texas, who was 90 years of 
age last February 23. During the war 
he served with distifetion in the con- 
federate navy. Captain Fleig is one of 
the best preserved man in camp and 
is more active than many of the other 
veterans a score of years less ad- 
vanced 

Grandson of Key. 

A grandson of Francis Secvtt Key, 
composer of “The Star Spangled Ban- 
ner,” is here. He is John Francis 
Key, aged 82, of Pikeville, Md., and is 
a veteran of the second Maryland in- 
fantry of the confederate army. Wear- 
ing a suit of gray, Key came into town, 
weak and. almost exhausted. He has 
been in failing health but declared 
that he was “going to see Gettysburg 
on this occasion or die.” 

A remarkable coincidence of the 
camp was the meeting of two men 
with exactly the same name, coming 
from towns of the same name, but in 
different states, one of whom fought 
on the union side in the battle of 
Gettysburg and the other with the 
confederates. 

These two men are J@hn Carson, of 
Burlington, N. J., and John Carson, of 
Burlington, N. C. How they came to 
meet was by merest chance. The Jer- 
sey Carson was walking along one of 
the streets and saw a man in gray. 
Just to be friendly the Jersey man 
greeted him. Not until they talked 
several minutes did they @!scover their 
names were identical as well as the 
rames of their towns. They were so 
tickled at this coincidence that they 
walked a milé in the broiling sun to 
the press tents to tell about it. One 
of the interesting sidelights of this 
great encampment is the reunion of 
the civil war nurses in a house on 
the main street of the town. 


BATTLESHIP LOUISIANA 
SAVED BY ENGINE CREW 


Men. Stick to Post When an 
Accident Allows Engine 
Room to Be Flooded.

Newport, R. I., July 2.—Bravery of 
the engine room crew of the battleship 
Louisiana helped the vessel out of a 
dangerous predicament today, when a 
valve bonnet blew off, flooding the 
starboard engine room. Incidentally 
the accident gave Captain Templin M. 
Potts, who yesterday was dismissed by 
the naval “plucking board” and retires 
tomorrow, a memorable experience at 
the close of his service. 

The rush of water through the pas-

bonnet carried men off their feet and 
forced them against the machinery, but 
they stuck to their work. ; 

Captain Potts sounded the call for 
collision drill, bringing men to quar- 
ters, and automatically closing the 
bulkhead doors. A collision mat was 
put overboard, mattresses and blankets 
were brought into use, and waste was 
jammed into the hole, but to no avail, 
Finally the pump bégan gaining on the 
water, and the battling engine room 
force was able to cram Into the hole a 
waste can. This was jacked securely, 
and the flow of the threatening water 
was stopped. 

When the accident occurred the bat- 
tleship was without. steam, only one 
boiler being in use for minor purposes 
while the engines were being over- 


hauled. As a result tugs had to be 
called upon to tow the Louisiana to a 
position well inshore. S80 close was the 
battleship to the beach that it was re- 
ported that she had been run upon 
the sand. 

Through the efforts of a diver a new 
bonnet was placed on the auxiliary 
overboard discharge valve, through 
which the water had rushed: the en- 
gines were started, and the battleship 
steamed back to her station without 
help.

POBUIRN'S INTERVIEW 
CALLED UNFORTUNATE 


Adjutant ‘General J. Van Holt 
Nash Sends Letter to Col. 
', E. E. Pomeroy. 


The recent interview of Lieutenant 
William S. Coburn, of Company K, 
Fifth regiment, in: which he criticised 
severely certain bills Introduced in the 
legislature and stated that many mem- 
bers of the militia were threatening 
to resign, is termed “unfortunate, 


thoughtless and uncalled for, if not 
an unintentional affront to the intel- 
ligence of those gentlemen who com- 
pose the general assembly of Geor- 
gia,” in a letter which Adjutant Gen- 
eral J. Van Holt Nash has just sent 
to Colonel E. E. Pomeroy, of the Fifth 


regiment. 

The bills which Lieutenant Coburn 
criticised, if passed by the legislature, 
would, it is stated, place the National 
Guard under the control of the civil 
authorities in times of trouble. Lieu- 
tenant Coburn declared that placing 
the militia under orders from mayors, 
sheriffs and judges, who do not under- 
stand military discipline, would put 
them at the mercy of the rioters they 
ought to disperse. 

Pomeroy Indorses Nash’s Stand. 

Celonel E. E. Pomeroy, indorsing the 
attitude taken by General Van Holt 
Nash, sees no need for any fight on the 
legislature by the soldiers, and looks 
for a peaceful and satisfactory settle- 
ment of the militia’s rights. 

“If there is no real need for strong 
arms, greater and better = disciplined 
men, under trained officers the militia 
can do no more good than a posse of 
civilians which the sheriff is authorized 
to swear in in an emergency,” said 
Captain Harrison Jones, of the Fulton 
Blues, in explaining the controversy 
which has wrought up the soldiers. 

“When such a need arrives it would 
be farcical to have that strength crip- 
pled by some civil authority who had 
not been able to cope with the situa- 
tion, and for this réason had to call in 
the militia. The calling of the _ sol- 
diers implies the need of more drastic 
measures, and a more rigid discipline.” 

Letter to Pomeroy. 


General Nash’s letter follows: 

“To Commanding Officer, Fifth In- 
fantry, National Guard, Georgia: i. 
I notice in The Georgian of July 1 a 
rather sensational interview attrib- 
uted to a second lieutenant, Coburn, of 
Company K, of your regiment, to the 
effect that the “Military threatens to 
resign,’ which I consider a most unfor- 
tunate, thoughtless and uncalled for 
expression, if not an unintentional af- 
front to the intelligence of those gen- 
tlemen who compose the general as- 
sembly of Georgia. ” 

“2 Such expressions coming from 
members of the National Guard are 
greatly to be deplored, and I trust that 
you will take the necessary steps to 
caution your officers against any pub- 
lic agitation of pending legislation. The 
present general assembly is composed 
of thoughtful business men of affairs 
and I feel assured that they will un- 
doubtedly accord every consideration 
to the National Guard before enacting 
into law any measure which would 
make of us a useless sacrifice in the 
discharge of our sworn duty iny uphold- 
ing the majesty of thelawand the good 
name of our state. 

“3. While we would welcome any 
legislation that would compel the civ- 
il authorities to perform their full 
duty in case of mob violence before 
troops could be called, and when call- 
fed out by the governor as a last re- 
sort to assure the troops of the pro- 
tection to which they are entitled, we 
must not be unmindful of the fact that 
our organization is an integral part 
of the state government, free from pol- 
itics and we must use every legitimate 
means to Keep it so. 

“4. It is not the intention of the 
military to perform civil duty, assume 
authority and override civil law, and 
they, naturally, object to the perform- 
ance of police duty which rightfully 
belongs to the civil authorities and 
should be performed by them.

Commissioners and Sheriff Clash 
Over Cost of Feeding. 
Prisoners. 


At the recommendation of the grand 
jury Wednesday morning, the county 
board of commissioners voted unani- 
mously to give $50 per month for six 
months to Mrs. David Yancey, whose 
husband was killed by a negro des- 
perado a few weeks ago while doing 
his duty as an officer of the law. 

Marion M. Jackson and John J. 
Eagan, representing tne Men and He- 
ligion Movement anno the Atianta 
Evangelical association, appeared be- 
fore the board and protested against 
a recommendation made by Capt. 
Thomas J. Donaldson that only one 
chaplain and one assistant be allowed 
to hold religious services at each 
camp on Sunday. Mr. Jackson strong- 
ly urged that Capt. Donaldson's reso- 
lution be turned down. The matter 
was referred to the prison reform 
association and the evangelical union 
to inaugurate _some system which 
would meet with the approval of the 
county authorities. 

Asphalt War Breaks Out. 

The old asphalt war broke out 
afresh when the public works com- 
mittee introduced a resolution to buy 
seventy-one tons of Trinidad asphalt- 
from the Barber Asphalt company for 
$25 per ton, f. o. b. Mobile. 

Commissioner "Tull C. Waters stren- 
uously opposed the resolution, and de- 
manded that the commissioners vote 
on a resolution whicn he had _intro- 
Guced several months before providing 
that all asphalt used by the county be 
purchased by the county on standard 
specifications, and under competitive 
bids. The board refused to vote upon 
this resolution, and authorized the 
purchase. 

Sheriff Mangum had a lively little 
tiff with the board over. the ques- 
tion of tae cost of feeding prisoners 
in the Fulton county tower.

Editor Constitution: At your request I write 
landed in Italy and was graciously received at 
Rome by the king and queen.

I am with the main body 
of the commission making a tour of Germany, 
and will write you developments. 

The entire report may be prefaced with this 
suggestiog: Two things must be done by two 
parties in Georgia before we can reap the bene- 
fits that have been enjoyed for from fifty to one 
hundred years past by the country peaple of 


That eve@y baby must begin life with 
a bank account, however small.

TRIBBLE WANTS MONEY 
TO DRAIN SWAMP LANDS 


Washington, July 2.—A' bill to ap- 
propriate $300,000 to drain the swamp 
and wet lands of the country was ine 
troduced today by Representative Trib- 
ble, of Georgia. He explained that re- 
clamation of swamp lands was impor- 
tant in Georgia. 

“If the swamp lands of Georgia were 
drained,” he said, “the state of Geor- 
gia would buy no more corn and ths 
other states would be coming like the 
children of Israel ‘down into Georgia 
to buy corn.’” 

The bill is designed “to furnish en- 
gineers and relieve the pressing de- 


mands.” 

Mr. Tribble said he believed the 
government should also buy at least 
one-half. the bonds issued on such pro- 
jects, receive 2 or 3 per cent interest 
and give the land owners several years 
to repay the same, and that he will 
soon introduce a bill for that purpose. 

“The continuous increase of swamp 
and wet lands,’ Mr. Tribble said, “has 
become dangerous to the health of lo- 
calities, in many instances depopulat- 
ing once prosperous sections, I can 
see no more reason for aiding the west 
to reclaim arid lands than in helping 
the south to drain swamp and wet lands 
that will not only add wealth to her 
citizens and the nation, but give bet- 
ter health to all the people.”

In a lengthy series of recommenda- 
tions which only touched upon the re- 
@ults of the recent vice probe, the 
grand jury for the May term, which re- 
ceived its discharge yesterday, asked 
the abolishment of poolrooms, deplored 
the publication of sensational extras 
with misleading headlines in regard to 
crimes, and also went into the question 
of the need for more varied crops in 
Georgia. 

The need for sidewalks on Peachtree 
road, to alleviate the danger arising 
from the heavy traffic; the need for a 
vagrancy laws, 
shows, 
a fel- 
“white 


strict enforcement of 
censorship of moving picture 
the making of “pistol toting” 
ony, and the enactment of a 
slave” law for Georgia were other fea- 
tures among the presentments. 
Investigated Vice Conditions. 

When the grand jury was sworn in 
by Judge W. D. Ellis they were charged 
to investigate alleged vice conditions in 
Atlanta, and their summoning of va- 
rious witnesses and investigation into 
this promised sensational disclosures !n 
their presentments. The matter, how- 
ever, was only taken up in a general 
way, and apparently means that the 
famous “vice probe” has resulted in 
nothing. 

The jury recommended the passage 
of a law in Georgia similar to the one 
introduced by a senator of.the state 
of California’ prohibiting the publica- 
tion of details of murders, suicides 
and horrible accidents in the District of 
Columbia. 

In touching upon the agricultural de- 
velopment of Georgia, the following 
recommendation was made: 

“In furtherance of the varied crop 
interests of Georgia, we highly indorse 
and commend the efforts of our val- 
uable chamber of commerce for the 
course they are pursuing in the en- 
couragement .and_ diversification of 
field products, and we trust they will 
continue through the press and our 
commisioner of agriculture to encour- 
age corn clubs to such an extent that 
in a few years Georgia will raise its 
own feed and foodstuffs, thus Keeping 
at home the milliohs in money now be- 
ing sent west annually for products 
which we can raise better and more 
cheaply here. 

Improvement of Cattle. 

“We commend the press for advocat- 
ing the raising of more cattle and bet- 
ter cattle. and we go a step further by 
urging our senators and .representa- 
tives to frame and have passed such a 
law as will prohibit the slaughter of 
calves weighing less than 200 pounds 
alive, for the reason that the majority 
of calves born in this state are mur- 
derously killed at from one to two 
weeks of age, or sold to calf traders 
for a mere trifle. The object of such a 
law is to protect our young cattle un- 
til they have reached the age of desir- 
able grazing cattle, thereby enabling 
our farmers to secure their young 
stock for feeders within the state, in- 
stead of being forced to go outside the 
state for such stock as we now do.” 

In addition to the above recommen- 


dations the grand jury took occasion 
to commend the city stockade for its 
work and treatment of prisoners, and 
declared that it is conducted upon a 
business-like and systematic basis. 
The necessity for the passage of a 
new salary law which will conform 
with the recent ruling of the supreme 
court, and also of a law abolishing 
the presnt system of justice of the

The jury also recommended that the

Other things taken up in the pre- 
sentments were the deprecation of the 
tendency to criticize public officials 
and also a recommendation that only 
such information as the chief of the 
police department believes the public 
would be interested in, and as would 
not interfere with the workings of 
his department should be made public. 
The jurymen also recommended that 
no one give out police news but the 
chief himself. 

Comments on undesirable members 
of the bar association and a recom- 
mendation that the. Atlanta lawyers 
take steps to rid their profession of 
such men were also made. 

The grand jury also took occasion 
to commend Chief James L. Beavers 
for his efforts through the police de- 
partment to enforce the law regarding 
immoral houses, and also commended 
his action in ordering that young girls 
be prohibited from the locker clubs of 
the city. 

Before the grand jury adjourned 
they called Sheriff C. W. Mangum be- 
fore them and thanked him for the aid 
given them by him and by the men 
connected with his office.

INDICT OFFICIALS. 
OF GUARANTEE TRUST 


Samuel E. Smith and H. S. Miles 
Give Bond After Action 
of Grand Jury. 


Following the action of Judge John 
T. Pendleton, of the Superior court, 
last week in appointing a receiver for 
the Guarantee Trust and Banking com- 
pany, Samuel E. Smith; the president, 
and H. S. Miles, gecretray and treasurer, 
were indicted on five separate cases 
ytsterday by the Fulton grand jury. 

Bonds totalling $7,500 were assessed 
against Smith and Miles separately, and 
after they had been served with bench 
warrants by Deputy Plennie Miner, 
they were released on bond made by 
John S&S Owens. Both officials have 
declined to discuss their case. 

Hooper Acts for Dorsey. 

S. H. Brantley acted as prosecutor 
and Attorney Frank 4A. Hooper, of 
Little,, Powell, Hooper & Goldstein, act- 
ed in place of Solicitor General] Hugh 
M. Dorsey, who is a member of the 
firm of Dorsey, Brewster, Howell & 
Heyman, which has been prosecuting 
the suit against the company and of- 
ficials in the civil branch of superior 
court, 

In one indictment for felony it is 
charged that Smith and Miles, as of- 
ficials of the Guarantee Trust and 
Banking company, declared and paid 
over to stockholders dividends which 
were taken from the capital stock of 
the company and which amounted to 
3 per cent. They are charged with 
representing that these dividendg rep- 
resented the net earnings on the com- 
pany’s investments. 

The other indictment for felony as- 
serts that the officials named unlaw- 
fully, wrongtully and _ fraudulently 
used and applied $1,500 of the capital 
stock of the company to the purchase 
of the capital stock and then paid 
$1,500 to one Alonzo Viego for ten 
shares of the company’s capital stock. 

The indictments for misdemeanors 
charge that Smith and Miles placed 
and transacted business and sold cer- 
tificates, bonds and debentures and 
certificates of interest without obtain- 
ing a state license from the comptroller 
general, that they .declared a 3 per 
cent dividend on the company’s capital 
stoek, which did not represent the net 
earnings of the company’s investments 
and is so doing increased the debts of 
the company, and also that they used 
and applied $1,000 of the capital Stock 
of the company to purchase capita) 
stock and then paid $1,000 to'R. A. Staf- 
ford in part payment for shares of 
stock in the company. 

Second Step in Litigation. 

The returning of the indictments is 
the second step in a long and hotly 
waged contest between stock and bond 
holders and the company. Trial was 
started on the case entered by Mathew 
Delaney et al. on May 5, when the 
plaintiffs charged that the company 
was insolvent as the result of fraudu- 
lent acts of officials and their bad 
management of its affairs. 

The company entered court, its offi- 
cials- claiming its solvency and deny- 
ing the allegations of. fraud. 

Judge Pendleton held that the Guar- 
antee Trust and Banking company had 
been guilty of violating the trust rela- 
imposed upon it by the statutes 
and that under the law it 
was unable to show its solvency. He 
appointed James D. Robinson as receiv-

“I never have be- 
lieved that vice was completely driven 
from Atlanta. The arrests we make 
daily of offenders is proof of that as- 
sertion. With the co-operation of th» 
citizens who have guaranteed me thelr 
aid we will soon have Atlanta re- 
markably free of vice of all charac- 
ter.”’

“Those who advocate the seating of 
these gentlemen will tell you that the 
constitution. has made the house the 
sole judge of the election and qualifi- 
cation of its members. That portion 
of the constitution is a discretionary 
phrase with rigid restrictions. It would | 
not allow’ you to seat a boy-under 21) 
years of age, nor a person laboring} 
under any other of the constitutional! 
disabilities. If these gentlemen were 
seated and permitted to participate in 
your deliberations every act that you 
passed would be open to attack for 
the obvious reason that your body 
was composed of more members than 
were provided for bv the constitution 

Parnilel Kansas Case. 

“A similar case arose in Kansas, 
when the legislature undertook by leg- 
islative act to increase the number of 
representatives to 129, although the 
constitution limited them to 125. The 
supreme court of that state held that) 
an act was void because it required 
the votes of the four statutory mem- 
bers to it, and the legislature 
had no right to extend the constitu- 
tional limit as to the number of rep- 
resentatives. No more have you that 
right either directly or by implica- 
tion. 

As soon as Mr. Slater had concluded, 
Representative Olive caught the ear of 
the speaker and he lead the Martinek 
for disapproving the committee re- 
port.

EQUALIZING TAXATION. 


A year or so ago farm lands in a cer- 
tain northwest Georgia county sold for from 
$25 to $35 an acre. The farmers throughout 
the county were and long had been pros- 
perous. But for some years many of them 
had been returning their lands uniformly 
at $4 an acre. 

One land-owner from a neighborhood 
given to this practice developed an acute 
attack of conscience. He went in to return 
his lands. “How much?” asked .the tax re- 
ceiver. ‘“‘Now, Bill,” he answered, “last year 
I gave in these lands at $4. I don't feel 
exactly right about it. I know $4 wasn't a 
fair valuation then, and I know the land 
has increased in value in one year. I'm 
no: giving the state a square deal. Just 
raise my returns to $6 an acre.” 

“Good Lord, man,”’ replied the tax re- 
ceiver. “I can’t do that. If I boost your 
returns $2 an acre I'll have to do the same 
with a lot of other folks. And when I'd 
finished doing that I wouldn’t have any 
more job than a rabbit. 
will do. Ill raise your returns to $5 .an 
acre if itll make you feel any better.” 

Year after year and for a good many 
years this sort of thing has been happening 
in numbers of Georgia counties. The ag- 
gregate amount of revenue thus lost. to the 
state must run up into the millions. The 
tax receiver of that particular county cited 
and the taxpayers were not especially 
to blame. Tax-receivers and taxpayers all 
around them were and chronically had been 
doing the same thing. The fault is in the 
“system. The state of Georgia permits each 
of its taxpayers to be his own appraiser. 
Human nature is weak. 

The responsibility rests ‘upon legis 
tures that have long been cognizant of the 
condition and that have made bluffs only 
at correcting it. As long as Georgia lets ‘ts 
citizens say what taxes they shall return, 
just so long will Georgia suffer an annually 
increasing excess of appropriations over 
revenues; just so long will school teachers 
in Georgia be shamefully made to wait a 
year for their pay or shylock their scrip; 
just so long will each of the state’s public 
functions be threatened with paralysis each 
year. ‘ 
- Equalizing of taxes will not increase the 
burdens of the poor man. It will diminish 
them. By making each citizen pay his 
share it will lessen the load on those least 
able to bear it. Upon this present legisla- 
ture devolves the duty of applying the rem- 
edy. The corporation tha: made the collec- 
tion of accounts receivable a matter of con- 
science would soon go out of business. A 
state can afford to be no less systematic.

But must every little 
adornment a man puts on, every dollar he 
spends on a sui? above the union-suit effect, 
be classed as a luxury? Shall the. beau- 
tiful little conceits of the women that make 
femininity lovable be taxed as luxuries? 
Would it not, under the good senator's 
theory, finally get down to rawhide for 
clothing and a thatched roof for shelter? 
Anything above those comes under the head 
of luxuries. And would it not, consistently, 
reach the pass where every table was taxed 
for the occasional ice cream, lemonade, iced 
tea or anything not actually essential to 
subsistence? 

‘ This is the sort of endless maze into 
which our good friend, Senator Stark, has 
permitted himself to be led. In ability. and

THE WHITEHALL PROJECT. 


The last preliminary to the actual re- 
grading of Whitehall street was taken yes- 
terday. A committee of the property-own- 
ers waited on the board of county commis- 
sioners and reported that all details had 
been complied with along the line of the 
revised program of council and providing 
for the improvement of that part of the 
street between Mitchell and Garnett streets. 
The street is eventually to be improved 
from Mitchell street to the junction with 
Forsyth street. The original plan had been 
to complete this improvement at one time. 
The crematory and other issues  necessi- 
tated a change in the financial plans of 
council. As a result, provision has been 
made for the immediate improvement of the 
street between. Mitchell and Garnett, as a 
beginning, although no succeeding councils 
will be pledged and the stretch indicated 
will be treated as a separate project. 

The property owners’ committee told the 
county commissioners that the owners in 
the Mitchell-Garnett interval had complied 
with all requirements. The commissioners 
assured the committee that the county was 
ready forthwith to do its part in connection 
with the beginning of the improvement, and 
would have been ready to work on the en- 
tire stretch from Mitchell to the Forsyth 
junction. The property owners were also 
assured that as soon as council was ready 
to take up the work at Garnett and carry 
it through to the junction of Forsyth, it 
would have the co-operation of the county. 

The progress made thus far in the 
Whitehall project is gratifying. Property 
owners from Mitchell to Garnett street may 
now make their plans upon a basis of cer- 
tainty. There is little doubt that the coun- 
cil of 1914 will make provision for the com- 


pletion of the improvement on out to the 


intersection with Forsyth. This means that 
within a felatively short time Whitehall 
street will be transformed into what the 
logic of ita peculiar strategic location points 
—a great wholesale, warehouse and manu- 
facturing avenue. 7

War on Typhoid Fever. 

(From The Springfield Republican.) 

Once more the relation of typhoid fever 
to the water supply has been demonstrated. 
During the flood of some weeks ago the 
Hudson river at Albany rose a foot above 
the city filtration beds, and the people re- 
ceived the untreated water of the river, con- 
taining the sewage of places upstream. An 
outbreak of typhoid followed, and it was 
found that 75 per cent of the cases were in 
families where the warning to boil the water 
for drinking had not been heeded. The 
main reservoir was then stérilized chem- 
ically, and the typhoid ceased. Modern med}- 
cine has done great things in making 
preventable what in other days were reck- 
oned to be visitations of God. Our grand- 
fathers wondered at the prevalence of ty- 
phoid after floods, but we know that the 
trouble comes from the contamination of 
water supplies, and so lives are saved where 
once human beings were doomed.

OLD FAMILIAR FACES. 


“An old friend of mine is coming to 
spend a couple of weeks with me,” an- 
nounced the assessor. “I haven't seen him 
for twenty-five years and. I expect well 
have lots to talk about.

“I feel sorry for you.” said the village 
patriarch, “for I have been there. Before 
your friend has been here three days you'll 
be sick and tired of him, and he’ll be count- 
ing the hours until he can pack up and 
leave. There's nothing more disappointing 
or discouraging than this thing of meeting 
old friends. When Iwas young I had a run- 
ning mate named Sam Trumble. It was a 
case of two souls with but a single thought, 
two hearts that beat as one. Together we 
commandeered the watermelons of honest 
old farmers, and robbed orchards and fished 
in forbidden waters. Let not ambition mock 
our useful toil, our homely joys and destiny 
obscure. 

“When we were young men our paths 
diverged, and for nearly forty years we 
never saw each other. All that time I was 
telling my friends what a paragon Sam was, 
and I have no doubt that he was doing sim- 
ilar boasting about me. People simply got 
tired of hearing me talk of Sam Trumble. 
Then at last he wrote that he was coming 
to spend a week with me to talk over old 
times. I thought that a week was ridicu- 
lously short for such a festival. It seemed 
to me that it would take at least three 
months to get started talking about old 
friends and old days and old things gen- 
erally. 

“I could hardly control myself I was so 
impatient for his arrival. I went around 
telling my friends that Sam Trumble was 
coming, and they were almost as interested 
as myself, they had heard so much about 
him. About five thousand of them went 
down to the depot with me to give Sam the 
glad hand. They expected to see something 
gorgeous in the human line when he got off 
the cars. Well, the passengers got off and 
I didn’t see anything of anybody who looked 
like my recollection of Sam, and I was 
explaining to my friends that he must have 
missed the train, when a shriveled up old 
relic carrying a carpet bag of the vintage 
of 1865 came up with extended hand, and 
asked me if I didn’t remember. him. It was 
the greatest shock of my life, my friends.

I 
pushed Sam into a hack and took him home 
by the back streets and then began the 
soul-racking task of entertaining him. The 
longer I considered him, the more was I 
astonished that I had ever classed him as 
my best friend. 

“There was no satisfaction in talking 
with him. He was a frivolous old man, 
and I Know of nothing more tedious than 
such a creature. He wanted to talk all 
the time about the girls he used to go with 
in our native village. Is “there anything 
more: disgusting than to hear an old man 
with a red nose and tangled whiskers talk- 
ing about his conquests in this line? Time 
and again I tried to switch him to safe and 
sane themes, but nothing of that sort in- 
terested him. He wanted to tell of how he 
was just on the point of eloping with Sarah 
Jane Grandison, forty years ago on the 17th 
of next October, when the girl’s father ap- 
peared with a shotgun and a pair of bull- 
dogs and vetoed his plans. 

“And he wanted to do all the talking. 
I couldn’t get in a word with a hammer 
and cold chisel. I never did care to mo- 
nopolize all the conversation, but when I 
open my countenance. and make it plain 
that I want to utter a few sentiments, I 
like people to pay respectful attention. But 
every time I started to say something that 
was calculated to make Sam a nobler and 
better man, he would break in with a story 
about Hannah Upshot, who took a pound of 
plaster of paris in a desperate effort to end 
her life because he was paying too much 
attention to Jemima Kersnoot. 

“I stood this for several days and then, 
being a plain spoken man, I backed Sam 
into a corner and put my hand over his 
mouth so he couldn't interrupt me with a 
girl story, and explained to him that he 
was entirely too numerous to mention, and 
that in his case absence would make the 
heart grow fonder. I fairly had to drag 
him to the depot by main force, he was so 
anxious to tell about how he courted Aman- 
da J. Peckinpaw, and I never was so re- 
lieved in my life as when his train pulled 
out.”’ 


Suggests Legislative Remedy. 


Editer Constitution: As the legislature is 
now in session, and a good many new bills 
on different questions are being introduced, 
I think that if the powers of the auditors 
and masters appointed by the. superior 
courts are enlarged, it would be of vast and 
far-reaching benefit to all who are affected 
by the auditor’s report; whether they are’ 
parties to the litigation or attorneys in the 
trial of the cause-before the auditor. Under 
the present law, as quoted in section 56128 
of the new code and section 4582 of the ola 
code, the auditor has no power to exclude 
testimony that is immaterial or irrelevant or 
prevent the asking of leading questions. 
Under the present law an attorney can elicit 
from a witness evidence that comes under 
the head of confidential relations of attor- 
ney and client or physician and patient. The 
auditor has no power to punish for contempt 
of court. He is merely a figure-head, ab- 
solutely without any power. If the auditor 
was given the power to pass upon the ma- 
teriality or immateriality, the relevancy or 
the irrelevancy of the testimony, it would 
save time and labor and the cause of justice 
would be expedited and the cost of the case 
would be diminished by at least 40 per cent. 
Under the present powers of the auditor, his 
hands and feet are tied by the rule of law 
under which he labors; an unproféssional 
can present evidence and procure answers to 
questions that, under the laws and powers 
of a superior court judge, would never reach 
the ears of a jury. 

The judges of the superior court always 
appoint men of intellect and of honor to the 
position of auditors; men who are above re- 
proach; men who are skilled in the intrica- 
cies of the law. Under the present law, all 
questions asked, notwithstanding their im- 
materiality or irrelevancy or their absurdi- 
ty, have to go in the record; therefore, the 
record is enlarged at.the cost, generally, of 
persons who are unable to pay for same. 
Give the auditor the same power to 
pass upon the evidence, as is given the 
judges of the superior courts, and you will 
do away with a great evil, further the cause 
of justice and expedite the trial of cases 
that under the present law drag wearily 
through the weeks. Time, patience and 
money is lost under the present system. It 
ought to be remedied.

WHO WAS BYRON’S 
“THYRZA >” 


Several of the most beautiful of Byron’s 
shorter poems are addressed to “Thyrza.” 
There has been much controversy as to who 
inspired the English poet to write these 
sublime verses. The point never has been 
settled. Moore asserts the poems were ad- 
dressed to an imaginary person. Jeaffreson, 
in his “Real Lord Byron,” thinks that Mar- 
garet Parker was “at least an inspiring 
force of the poems. Margaret, like Thyrza, 
died while Byron was separated from her, 
and had given him a locket, as Thyrza gives 
him a pledge.” 

In 1823 Byron said to Trelawny that his 
gloom on leaving England was genuine. 
That he was really in love with a cousin, 
and that she was in the decline. No cousin 
except Margaret Parker died of a decline 
after having inspired him with love. 

But the love affair that is given was in 
1800, when Byron was 12 years old. On her 
death he wrote what he truly called “a very 
dull epitaph,” dated 1802, and published in 
“Hours of Idleness.” His gloom in 1809 
could not have been caused by love for a 
cousin who was then in the decline. The 
poems to Thyrza were not written until 
1811-12, after he had gone through an in- 
definite number of passions. : 

At that time, however, he had numerous 
causes for melancholy. In four months, May 
to December, 1811, he had lost, as he says, 
“six of his fmends and relations.” Four of 
these were his mother, Matthews, Wingate 
and Chorister Eddleston. Who were the 
other two? 

In October he writes to Dallas of the 
death of “one very dear to him in happier 
times,” but the name of this being does 
not appear and no biographer has-been able 


to identify her. She may have been the 
Thyrza of the poems. 

A correspondent of the “Athenaeum” 
some years ago suggested 4 Curious theory 
which identified Thyrza with the Chorister 
Eddleston. There is a strong parallelism 
between words and allusions in Byron's let- 
ters about his dead friemd and the Thyrza 
dirges. February 16, 1812, Byron télls Hodg- 
son that Cambridge would bring sad rec- 
ollections. 

“I believe the only human being that 
ever loved me, in truth and entirety, be- 
longed to Cambridge, and that no change 
can take place. There is One consolation 
in death—where he sets. his seal the im- 
pression can neither be melted nor broken, 
but endureth forever.” The being to whom 
he refers is undoubtedly Eddleston, the cho- 
rister. In.the best of the poems to Thyrza, 
which was written in the same month, Feb- 
ruary, 1812, there is the same thought and 
phrase: 


“The love when death has set his seal, 
Nor age can chill, nor rival steal, 
Nor falsehood disavow.” 


Eddleston died of a decline in May, 1811, 
while Byron was at Malta on his return. 
Eddleston had given him a cornelian, which 
he reclaimed, October 28, 1811, from Miss 
Pigot. A poem followed this to Thyrza. 
dated March 16, 1812. In a letter to Miss 
Pigot, written during Eddleston’s life, Byron 
speaks of his friendship for him, which is: 
to ecHpse all classical precedents and says 
“his voice first attracted my attention: his 
countenance fixed it and his manners at- 
tached him to me forever.” 

He tells Hodgson that the Cambridge 
organ is “a sad remembrance.” One of the 
poems to Thyrza inclosed in the same letter 
and written two days before, {ts suggested 
by a song of former days, whose “soft notes 
now repeat a dirge, an anthem o’er the 
dead.” — 

In this, as in the other circumstances, 
Eddleston would correspond to the condi- 
tion of the problem, and it does not appear 
that Margaret Parker was remembered for 
her singing, though as Mr. Jeaffreson points 
out, another phrase in the same lines might 
apply ‘to him.

HARTFORD, CONN.

Hartford, which is” justly celebrated as 
the handsomest city in New England, Is sit- 
uated on the west bank of the Connecticut 
river unaer an outlying flange of President 
Mellen’s thumb. It is famous for its insur- 
ance companies, its elms and its great 
citizens. 

Hartford was founded by the Durch in 
1633, but was afterwards captured by the 
Congregationalists, who are still found in 
vast numbers in the city. It rises majes- 
tically from the river bank in fine streets, 
arched over with great trees, and the first 
rite of hospitality in the city is to stun 
the visitor with a view of the Connecticut 
valley from Prospect avenue. 

Hartford is the capital of Connecticut 
and is very proud of its capitol, which 
crowns a 50-acre park in the middle of 
the city and has a dome which, unfortu- 
nately, is fireproof. It has the oldest in- 
surance companies in the country, and Hart- 
ford shrieked when San Francisco fell. It 
also has the oldest daily paper in the coun- 
try. As far back. as 1764 Hartford people 
were reading The Courant and rival Con- 
necticut cities claim that the names in the 
society column of the paper haven't changed 
any to speak of since that time. 

Hartford was the birth place of Noah 
Webster and J. Pierpont Morgan, Mark 
Twain, Harriet Beecher Stowe, John 
Whittier, George D. Prentiss and Charles 
Dudley Warner also lived in Hartford. They 
are all gone now, but 98,915 people remain. 
Hartford was once the metropolis of Con- 
necticut, but New Haven and Bridgeport 
have passed it and Waterbury, whose citi- 
zens used to get stiff necks from looking 
at the tall Luildings on Main street in Hart- 
ford, is now tooting at it from the rear. 

Hartford has never won fame in baseball, 


“Hartford shrieked when San _ Francisco 

fell,”’ 
but on the other hand it has never been ad- 
vertised by its legislature. It has: been po- 
litically prominent twice in the last century 
—when the Hartford convention was held in 
1814 and when Governor Baldwin got mad 
at Roosevelt in 1912.

London, July 2.—Two hundred and 
fifty thousand dollars and all. the 
costs of suit the price ths, Mar- 
quis of Northampton has agreed to 
pay to séttle the sult for breach of 
Promise brought against him by the 
actress, Miss Daisy Markham, whose 
real name is Violet Moss. ' 

The costs wil] amount to a 
erable sum on account of the 
of distinguished counset engaged to 
plead for the opposing parties. The 
marquis, better known as Earl Comp- 
ton, only recently succeeded to the ti- 
tle at the age of twenty-seven. The 
plaintiff is well known both in 
America and the British Isles under 


her stage name. 

The settlement was announced 
when the case was called in the high 
court of justice this morning in a 
court room crowded with fashionable 
women and actresses, who had come 
in anticipation of listening to some 
interesting evidence. 

The young marquis had previously 
offered 409,000 to setiie the case, and 
many people had thought Miss Mark- 
ham unwise not to accept the offer. 

When Miss Markham esinsisted on 
proceeding with the suit London gos- 
eips anticipated that she had a sensa- 
tional story to tell, and interest in 
the suit rose accordingly.

Committee Almost Dumbfounded. 

The story of how Ledyard had Kept 
Lamar on the telephone time 
time until he could locate the real 
Congressman Pa oer in Washington; 
how he had onc: ueceeded in getting 
Palmer over th long distance tele- 
phone when the pogus “Palmer” was 
on another phone, and how he had 
finally traced the impersonator to a 
telephone in Lamar’s apartment. on 
Riverside Drive, held the committee 
and spectators almost dumbfoundea 
for more than an hour. 

Paul D. Cravath, one of the attor-

Lamar Has Had Séveral Names. 

“What is your nationality?’ asked 
Senator Overman. 

‘T am an American.” 

“Are you a Jew” 

“No, I'm a Methodist.” 

“Was David Lamar 
name, or have you 
name?” 

Mr. Lamar hesitated and finally he 
said he had changed his name. He 
declined to give his original name. 

“tT have had several names,” he 
said. 

In 1897, Lamar said, 
authorized. him to proceed to compel 
the Union Pacific to pay the govern- 
ment $58,000,000 in bonds owing it. 
Lamar, with Senator Foraker, came to 
Washington and conferred with Pres- 
ident McKinley. 

“We were charged with being a pair 
of conscienceless blackmailers,”’ said 
Lamar, “but that had no effect on us.” 
When Sage retired from business in 
1901, on Sage’s recommendation he 
became associated with James R. 
Keene. Lamar said he warned Keene, 
when the-latter was buying Union Pa- 
cific stock, that the railroad would 
ruin him to get revenge for Lamar’s 
previous action. He detailed how, 
when Keene and his asgociates had 
$43,000,000 Union Pacific he took steps 
to enjoin the voting of certain stock, 
so that E. H. Harriman would be com- 
pelled to buy Keene’s stock at a high 
figure. With Keene’s approval he 
retained Edward Lauterbach’s law firm 
and paid $25,000. Lauterbach and 
Lamar came to Washington, paid For- 
aker a fee and engaged him. 

When the injunction was finally de- 
cided against Keene, Union Pacific 
stock went down and Keene and his 
friends lost most of their fortunes. 
“As a result of the panic of 1907,’ 
said Lamar, “Harriman, Kuhn, Loeb & 
Co., the National City bank and Mor- 
gan & Co. became bound together as 
with an iron band. 

Wanfed to Aid Lauterbach. 
“For the purpose of rendering my 
friend Lauterbach a service,” he said, 
“and to- restore him td his former 
friendly relation with Kuhn, Loeb & 
Co., Jacob Schiff and the Union Pa- 
cific I did have conversations over the 
telephone with Union Pacific officials, 
and others, and in these conversations 
I did use the names of other persons, 
But there was no suggestion of a fee 
to Mr. Lauterbach. On the strength 
of these telephone messages Judge 
Lovett came here and charged that 
Edward Lauterbach had tried to black- 
mail him.” 

senator Nelson insisted that Lamar 
testify explicitly whether he stated in 
his conversations with Wall street fi- 
nanciers that Lauterbach had influ- 
ence in Washington with officials, sen- 
ators or representatives. 

“I am inclined to believe that in my

The Alleged $82,000,000 Forgery. 


Lamar’s statement regarding 
alleged forgery of the ‘$82,000,000 
the Union Pacific rairoad’s books 
1901 was substantially as follows: 

“In the summer, sometime, of 1901, 
somebody forged the books of the 
Union Pacific Reilroad company to 
the tune of $82,000,000. Who it was I 
don’t know. As a consequence the men 
connected with the company immedi- 
ately thereafter got $82,000,000 in cash 
as the preceeds of that forgery and 
that $82,000,000 was the fulcrum 
through which all theSe giant mo- 
nopolies and conspiracies were f.sten- 
ed on the lines of railroads serving

tains to the Gulf of Mexico and from 
Pacific ocean to the Missouri 
river, and more than that, it was the 
fulcrum through which this group ?f 
men, Harriman to the extent -of $150,-

Co. and one or two others to the ex- 
tent of $50,000,000 or $100,000,000 more, 
were enabled to acquire those gigant‘c 
fortunes. 

“The first consolidated balance 
sheet of the Union Pacific Railroad 
company as of June 30, 1900, con- 
tained for the first time the evi- 
dences and results of what had been 
going on from June 30, 1898, to June 
30, 1900, and this is what had hap- 
pened: 

“In the reorganization the old 
Union, Pacific had lost control of 
what is Known as the ‘Oregon prop- 
erties.’ They consisted of the Oregon 
Rallroad and Navigation company and 
the Oregon Short Line Railroad com- 
pany. Between the dates I have men- 
tioned the new company recovered 
them and paid for them, first by an 
issue of its own securities, and, sec- 
ondly, by an assumption of debts of 
these companies, and, as I have al- 
ready said, the consolidated balance 
sheet of June 80, 1900, showed for the 
first time the consolidated statement 
of all these companies,” 

“On the debt side appeared the 
amount of securities issued and debt 
assumed against the acquisition of 
those properties. 

“On the asset side 
a credit equal to the A 
all the physical propértie® so acquired 
and then again there apeared a 
duplication of that. The same amount 
was entered over again in a represent- 
ing the value of the securitles which 
in turn represented the value of the 
physical properties acquired. 

$82,000,000 Entered Twice. 

“The sum of $82,000,000 orits equiva- 
lent was entered twice on the asset 
side. But up to that time the trans- 
action was only open to the objection 
and criticism that it represented a 
‘piece of clumsy bookkeeping; for, 
again, on the debit side there appear- 
ed an entry corresponding, treating 
he securities owned‘ by the Union 

acific railroad as though they were 
still afloat and in the hands of the 
pyblic; but the following year, 1901, 
somebody erased that entry on the 
debit sido. 

“So you had the entry on the one 
side of the amount of securities is- 
sued by the Union Pacific Railroad 
company end the amount of debt it 
had assumed, representing the pay- 
ment of the purchase price, that on 
the debit side, and on the asset side 
there was represented a corresponding 
entry of an equal amount repregent- 
ing the physical value of the proper- 
ty. And, then, again the same entry 
over again. And that. condition ex- 
isted as a result of this forgery, as a 
result of this erasure, 

What Flowed From 

“And that $82,000,000 
erased represented a debit entrv 
against a credit entry. That credit 
entry being the entry representing the 
securities of these companies which 
the Union Pacific had acquired. 

“Now, here is what they did, ana 
here is what flowed from the forgery. 
The forgery took all of the securities 
of the Oregon Short Line Railroad com- 
pany and the securities of the Oregon 
Railway and Navigation company out 
from the treasury of the Union Pacific 
Rallroad company and pledged them as 
security for an issue: of bonds and got 
the money for them, and they took that 
money and applied it to the manage- 
ment and the financing of this North- 
ern Pacific stock, which thereafter be- 
came Northern Securities stock, and 
then again Northern Pacific and Great 
Northern, Great Northern Ore. and that, 
in the end, was sold out at a= most 
enormous profit and, the proceeds of 
that were then used to buy from Kuhn, 
Loeb & Co. In one day $200,000,000 of 
securities, which the testimony before 
the interstate commerce commission 
has strongly tended to show they 
bought from themselves.” 

Cravath Replies to Lamar. 

Immediately after. Lamar had fin- 
ished this remarkable statement Pay] 
D. Cravath, of counsel for the Union 
Pacific railroad, put in this reply: 

“In view of the statement regarding 
the account of the Union Pacific Raji}- 
road company, which David Lamar has 
gone out of his way to make before 
this committee, and» inasmuch as 
persons not familiar with David QLa- 
mar’s character who may fread this 
statement in the newspapers may be 
misled thereby, I deem it my duty to 
make the following statement for the 
records of the committee: 

“For several days persons connected 
with the Union Pacific Railroaa& com- 
pany have been informed that an effort 
was being made to circulate and secure 
publication in the newspapers of a 
bear attack, in the form of a prepared 
story about an alleged falsification of 
the account of the Union Pacific com- 
pany, involving $70,000,000 or $80,000, - 
000 of its surplus. 

“We were informed in substance that 
this story was so palpably false and 
scandalous and so plainly offered for 
an improper purpose that the newspa- 
pers would not publish it. Information 
then came that the story would soon be 
made public in such a way that the 
newspapers would have to publish it. 

“It now appears that the medium for 
the publication for this story was ty 
be this man David Lamar, who has 
confessed himself to be the most un- 
conscionable of liars of modern times.” 

Senator Overman asked Mr. Cravath 
to strike out the last words. 

“I decline,” retorted Mr. Cravath.

Ledyard’s reports of the conversa- 
tions disclosed Lamar, speaking as 
Representative Palmer, saying that the 
defiant attitude of Mr. Morgan toward 
the government had resulted in the 
Stanley steel trust inquiry and that 
Speaker Clark suggested “Mr. Palmer” 
call up Mr. Ledyard. 

“Did you know at first that it was 
Lamar talking?’ asked Senator Over- 
man. 

“I Knew it was some blackmailer, 
and finaliy concluded it was Lamar,” 
replied Ledyard. 

Later he summoned Lauterbach, wh 
told him, he said, that Lamar had a 
resolution he proposed to have intro- 
duced in the house of representatives 
for a steel trust inquiry. 

Lauterbach told him he had seen 
members of the Morgan firm who re- 
fused to talk about the investigation 
resolution. 

As Ledyard read his statement about 
Lamar drawing up the steel resolution 
he turned to Lamar and asked if that 
was correct.

To Control Clark Through Stone. 

Ledyard testified that Lamar, rep- 
resenting himself as Congressman 
Palmer, declared over the telephone 
that Lauterbach would be able to deal 
with Speaker Clark through Senator 
Stone. 

“He said the communications with 
the speaker were not made directly, 
but through Senator Stone,” said Led- 
yard. 

The bogus “Palmer,” over the tele- 
phone, said Lauterbach would take up 
matters with Senator Stone, Speaker 
Clark and Congressman Henry, of 
Texas, if the “Morgan People” were 
willing to go ahead. 

Lamar at this time, still under the 
name of Palmer, the witness. said, told 
Ledyard alleged facts as to the make- 
up of President Wilson’s cabinet, and 
asked him again to talk with Lauter- 
bach. Lamar reported he had held a 
“conference” with Senator Stone, 
Speaker Clark and Congressman Henry 
and that the “conference” insisted that 
‘Lauterbach should be retained by the 
Morgan interests. 

On February 8, in his residence l- 
brary, Ledyard - testified Lauterbach 
told him he had “been authorized by 
Senator Stone” to go to the Morgan 
people.

ods Southern Growers May 
Learn to Avoid Waste—Re- 
port by Credit Commission. 


Washington, July 2.—Methods of 
baling, sampling and marketing cot- 
ton lint in Egypt may be studied witn 
profit by American cotton producers, 
both by way of teaching to Save 
waste and by way of exhibiting 
excessive charges of middlemen, is 
the conclusion reached by J. S. Wil- 
liams and Clarence Ousley, the sub- 
committee of the American commis- 
sion to investigate and study agr:- 
cultural credit and co-operation, 
whose repcert on their study of the 
production and marketing of Egyptian 
cotton has just been published as a 
senate document. 

Egypt, however, they found, can 
offer to the United States no instruc- 
tion whatever in skill, science or 
other element of economy or efficiency 
in cotton production, nor does that 
country constitute any menace f 
overproduction, 


The Lesson of Egypt. 


Summarizing their investigation. 
briefly, they say: 

“Egypt, with her 1,500,000 to 2,000,- 
000 bales of .cheaply produced, but 
dearly sold cotton admonishes Ameri- 
can growers to improve their methods 
of cultivation and marketing in or- 
der to reduce their cost of produc- 
tion. 

“The proprietors of large Egyptian 
estates, representing 71-2 to 10 per 
cent of the crop, are in a position to 
co-operate and render powerful aid 
in maintaining fair prices for their 
commodities and these prices will tend 
to steady the prices of American cot- 
ton if our producers do not commit 
the folly of producing more than the 
world will take at profitable values, 
and if the cotton states will estab- 
lish a systcm of state regulated ware- 
houses which will enable the farmers 
to store their cotton and secure cheap 
money upon warehouse receipts 
whereby they may sell the crop grad- 
ually over a period of several months 
instead of forcing it upon the mar- 
ket, as they do now, within two or 
three months. 

“These proprietors and the British 
Egyptian department of agriculture 
promise hearty co-operation in estab- 
lishing a system of accurate reports 
of cotton consumption.” 


What Investigation Shows. 


Concluding, the subcommittee states 
there is a vita] relation between Egyp- 
tian and American -cotton production 
which should be cultivated In amity 
and mutuality by every. possible of:i- 
clal and co-operative endeavor. They 
state that the result of their itnvesti- 
gation was threefold, and in 
respect the situation !{s well 
careful consideration. 

“First, Egypt’s cost of production :-In 
the ratio to the value of her com- 
modity is much lower than America’s. 

“Secondly, Exypt's outHhut varies but 
little from year to year and is ca- 
pable of but slight expansion and is 
therefore a@ more or less fixed factor 
of great economical] potentiality. 
“Thirdly, aninfluential and predomi- 
nating group of large planters are in 
cordial sympathy with America’s pur- 
pose to establish a more Intelligent 
system of. marketing. 

“We have. reason to hope that Egypt 
will join in any effort the cotton 
states may initiate to establish an 
interstate and internattiodal bureau 
of cotton intelligence fof t®® promo- 
tion of more’ efficient production and 
more economical marketing. In this 
connection we earnestly recommend 
that the principal] cotton states of the 
union create the office of cotton 
commissioner, and that such commis- 
sioners, together constitute them. 
selves as a bureau of cotton tnforma- 
tion with special reference to con- 
sumption and the extended use: of 
cotton goods, and that other cotton 
growing countries be invited to have 
representation in such bureau fo the 
end that ‘intelligent information mav 
be furnished the producers for thetr 
guidance in adjusting supply to de-

The drinkers of the country con- 
sumed the enormous total of 143,300,- 
000 gallons of whisky and brandy, an 
increase of 7,500,000 gallons over the 
previous year, and breaking the for- 
mer high record: of the fiscal year 
1907 by 7,300,000 gallons. Sixty-four 
million, five hundred thousand barrels 
of beer flowed down the throats of 
lovers of the amber brew, exceeding 
1911’s great record by more than l,- 
000,000 barrels. | 

Smokers puffed into space 7,707,000,000 | 


cigars and 14,912,000,000 — cigarettes 
during the year just closed. This was 
217,000,000 cigars and 2,790,000,000 cig- 
arettes more than ever before had been 
consumed in a single year. 

Patrons of the pipe used 403,200,000 
pounds of tobacco, or, 9,400,000 pounds 
more than the consumption of 1912.

HOUSE WANTS PROBE

General Outbreak of Pleas of 
Not Guilty by the In- 
volved Members. 


Washington, July 2.—The house to- 
day referred the demand for an inves- 
tigation of the charges made against 
members of congress by Martin M. 


Mulhall, to the rutes committee, with 
the understanding that the commit- 
tee will report a resolution on Sat- 
urday authorizing a broad investiga- 
tion by a house committee.

When the house convened, a gen- 
eral outbreak of pleas of ‘“‘not guilty” 
to the Mulhall charges began. Repre- 
sentative Sherley declared that if the 
Mulhall charge meant he had been in- 
fluenced in any way, it was a “malic- 
lous, wanton, deliberate life.” 

Chairman Henry, chairman of the 
rules committee, said he would ob- 
ject to the present consideration of 
the Sherley resolution. 

“This is a grave, serious matter,” 
he said, “and the house should pro- 
ceed with due deliberation. _A _ reso- 
lution covering completely this broad- 
side charge should be framed.”

Macon, Ga. July 2.—(Special.)—An 
unusual situation arose in the superior 
court this afternoon when Jesse C. Har- 
Hand, the foreman of the grand jury, 
berly, representative in the legislature 
from Bibb county, was put on trial 
for perjury, it being alleged that in his 
testimony before the grand jury fol- 
lowing the last election when three 
election clerks were indicted for al- 
leged fraud, he had committed per- 
jury. 

Fully two hours and a half had been 
consumed in securing a jury and T. O. 
Hand, the foreman of th egrand jury, 
had been examined: Then W. G. Solo- 
mon, a member of the grand jury which 
had indicted Harris, was placed on the 
stand. He testified as to Harris’ testi- 
mony before the grand jury and on di- 
rect examination said that he was one 
of the grand jury who indicted Harris. 

When Hon. Joe Hill Hall, one of Har- 
vig attorneys, began the cross-examina- 
tion, he sprung the original indictment 
on Mr. Solomon and called attention to 
the fact that it did not bear his (Sol- 
omon’s) name. Then to show that Mr. 
Solomon’s memory was bad, Mr. Hall 
said: “Well, if you don’t remember 
some of the things ‘I have been asking 
you, I will ask you if you remember 
indicting that man sitting over there 
in the jury box, Mr. John G. Harrison.” 

Solicitor General Ross turned in his 
chair and looked in the direction where 
Mr. Hall’s finger was pointing. Then 
he realized that a mistake had been 
made.

Raymond Robson, of the firm of 
‘Foster & Robinson, is chairman of the 
committee on renting of the board, 
and will go actively into the matter 
by the next meeting of the renting 
agents. 

Chamber of Commerce Permit. 

The Chamber of Commerce was 
Sranted a permit Wednesday to reno- 
vate the old Y. M. C. A. building at 
the southeast corner of Auburn _ave- 
nue and north Pryor street, at a cost

Hottest in Two Years. 

Philadelphia, Pa., July 2.—The hot- 
test weather in two years was experi- 
enced here today when the thermome- 
ter registered 97 degrees at 1:30 p. m. 
Last night was warmer than any night 
sinc ethe record-breaking hot wave of 
July 1991. A thunder shower late this 
afternoon caused the temperature to 
fal) to 77, but it rose again to 80. Two 
deaths and numerous prostrations were 
reported in this city, while a number 
of deaths and prostrations occurred 
in other parts of the state.

Washington, July —Louis F. Pat- 
rick, 70 years old, for 35 years private 
secretary and late confidential repre- 
sentative of Senator Stephenson, of 
Wisconsin, died here tonight, Washing- 
ton’s first victim of heat this year.

_ New York, July 2.—The cotton mar- 
“ket was comparatively quiet again to- 
day, but prices were higher, owing 
"4 rather a more bullish view as to 
Ahe probable showing of the official 
¥ondition report tomorrow and more 
or less nervousness over the boll weevil 
Situation. The close was steady and 
from 8 to 12 points above the final 
figures of yesterday. 

The market opened firm at an ad- 
vance of 8 to 13 points, in response 
t ohigher cables than expected, and a 
private crop report making the condi- 
tion 80.9 against a report by the same 
authority of 80.5 last month and the 
government's condition report of 80.4 
per cent last year. 

Private cables indicated that the Liv- 
erpoo] market bhfad been influenced 
by the private crop, and there was 
quite an active covering movement in 
the local market, on which prices sold 
about 13 to 16 points net higher dur- 
ing the early trading. Realizing by 
recent buyers checked the advance 
around this level and the market later 
wag comparatively quiet with closing 
prices showing reactions of a few 
points from the best. 

Reports received from New Orleans 
today stated that the boll weevil had 
appeared in Oklahoma at about the 
northwestern Iimit of previous boll 
weevil invasion, and further reports 
were received regarding the presence 
of the pest in other sections of the 
belt. Local traders appeared to find 
little fault with prevailing weather con- 
ditions, but between the lower private 
condition figures and the boll weevil 
news there was certainly some nerv- 
ousness over the new crop outlook. Re- 
ports from the ocean freight market 
reiterated earliar week rumors that 
20,000 bales were to be shipped from 
here to Liverpool this month.

The close was steady at a net rise of 6 to 10 
pointa. 

The weather map indicated that eonsiderable 
rain fell over the cotton region, and the forecast 
promised more. Crop accounts said that the plane 
was making good growth and was looking 
healthy.
